Yo-mén, the Board of Civil Office 
and the Board of Rites un the introduction 
of Science into examinations for tho Civil 
Service. ..Tha two first sentences of the 
Memorial explain its tenor :-- 

“We venturo to request that a dearco be 
issued, enjoining. on the provincial Chan- 
cellors,‘at each annual examination for the 
firat degrao, to admit candidates'to a com- 
petition in. Mathematics. 

‘The papers produced shall be forwarded 
to the Taung-li Yamen, and, if approved, 
their authors will be called-to the Taung-li 
Yamen to undergo a special examination iu 
Physics, Applied Mathomatics, Practical 
Mechanics, Naval and Military Tactics, 
Gunnory, Torpedo Practice ; or, instead of 
these, in International Law, Treaty Re- 
lations, Pclations, Political History, ete.’ 

The study of foreign affairs conducted in 
the mode laid down in the Memorial, ‘ will 
not’ it says ‘be an empty pretence.’ The 
Tung-wen College has dons excellent work ; 
and on the demande of the Civil Servica for 
trained aid increasing we hope that its 
means of meocting these demands will be 
liberally provided.

CHINA AND THE ONITED STATES. 
Tho Chinese Times of September 15th has 
the following letter :—- 
THE EDITOR OR THE ‘CHINESE TIMES.” 
Sir,—By the last two cablegrams from 
Europe, we have learnt with surprise and 
indignation that the U.S. Cungress has 
\ passed a Bill forbidding the return of Chi- 
nese after leaving the States, and cancelling 
all tickets of identity. This is evidently in

If the obnoxious American Bill ahould 
be carried into effect, there will be no other 
courso open for China consistent with her 
dignity as a nation than to adopt retaliatory 
measntes by prohibiting the citizens of the 
U.S, from coming to China. ; 
This, it will ba seen, is by uo means pro- 
portionate to the harm dona to the Chinese 
interesta iv America; but it will have ta be 
done in order to show that the Chinese can 
do the paiup thing ; and jf this will have no 
effect in bringing the U.S, ‘Congress gud 
Government to reason and fairness, thea it 
will bea’ question for China te consider 
whether 1t is not time for her te cancel her 
treaties made with that country, to recaly 
her subjécts from there, to expel all the 
US. citizens from this country, and to 
eoase ja} lations, ant intercourse, iplo:
